But 
thoꝰ the buſineſs of Parus was the pretext, 
yet was it not the real cauſe of his Profecue 
tion: For the Athenians, who {till retain d 
the Tyranny of Piſaſtratus (Which had ra- 
ged but a few Years before) freſh in their 
Memories, were extream apprehenfive of 
the growing Power of any Fellow-Citizen. 
And they imagin'd, that Miltiades, who 
had born ſo great Offices and Commands, 
would not afterwards be eaſily content to 
move ina narrower and private Sphere; and 
that ſince he had been us'd to Rule, the 
force of meer Cuſtom would incline him to 
aſpire after it ſtill: For all the while ne 
dwelt in the Cher ſoneſe he had the Govern—- 
ment wholly in his own Hands, and was 
ſtiled a Tyrant, but Govern'd according to 
Law: For he ow'd not his Power to the 
hands of Violence, but to the good Will of 
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his Subjects, which he maintain'd by His 
own Gentleneſs and Moderation. No- Wo 
they who had the ſupreme Government in 

any Commonwealth during Life, which 
formerly enjoy'd the Liberty of Electing, 

were call d Tyrants. But Miltiades was a 
perſon of great Humanity, and ſo exceed. 
ingly affable and obliging, that the meaneſt f 
of his Subjects had free and eaſie Acceſs to 

him. A mighty deference was paid him 
every where.
